E it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council Enacting clause. 
and the House of Assembly, in Legislative Session 
convened, as follows :— 

1. The Agreement made between His Excellency Sir Ralph Confirmation of 

Champneys Williams, K-C.M.G., Governor of the Island fe ee 
Newfoundland, in the said Agreement called ‘The Govern- rate Bee 
ment,” and The International Carbonizing Company, Ltd., 
a Comyany incorporated under the laws of the United King- 
dom and having its registered office in London, England, in 
the said Agreement and hereinafter called “the Company,” 
and dated the 30th day of December, 1910, and forming the 
Schedule hereto, is hereby approved and confirmed, and all 
and singular the several clauses and provisions thereof are 
hereby declared valid and binding on the parties thereto and 
each of them respectively, and all and singular the several 
matters and things therein provided to be done or performed 
by or on behalf of the parties respectively are hereby de- 
clared to be proper and lawful and the parties shall have 
full power and authority to do and perform all and singular 
the several acts, matters and things in and by the said Agree- 
ment provided to be done in the manner and under the con- 
ditions stipulated by said Agreement. 

2. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Acts re- Power to grant 
lating to Crown lands it shall be lawful for the Governor in sae ee Ee 
Council to grant to the Company the right to enter upon Soy 
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unoccupied Crown lands for the purposes and subject to the 
provisions and conditions set forth in clause 1 of said Agree- 
ment, and to grant to the Company such freehold sites as 
are provided by clause 2 thereof, and to lease under the pro- 
visions and conditions of clause 4 thereof the right to cut 
and remove peat from any bogs selected by the Company 
within three years from the date of said Agreement. And 
it shall also be lawful for the Governor in Council to grant 
to the Company such additional lands under the terms and 
conditions contained in clause 12 of said Agreement. 


3. All construction material and machinery for factories 
erected under the said Agreement both for the original con- 
struction thereof and for the further extension of the same 
but not in substitution for old, shall be admitted into this 


Colony free of duty.

Limited, a Company incorporated under 
the Companies’ Consolidation Act of the 
United Kingdom and having its regis- 
tered office at 6 Broad Street Place, in 
the City of London, England, (hereinafter 
called “the Company ”) which expression 
shall include its successors and assigns, 
of the other part. 
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Whereas the Company is the owner of an exclusive license Schedule. 
to use and exercise a certain wet carbonizing process for the 
production of peat, coal or fuel, and other products ; 


And whereas there are large tracts of land in the said 
Island containing deposits of peat which the Government is 
desirous of having developed and worked to the best advan- 
tage in the interests of the people of the Colony ; 


Now it is hereby agreed as follows :— 


1. During a period of three years from the date hereof 
the Company, its engineers, workmen and other agents shall 
have full right and liberty to enter upon any ungranted and 
unoc upied Crown lands containing peat in the said Island 
not being within half a mile of a settlement, for the purpose 
of surveying, making trial pits or otherwise investigating 
and testing the quality and extent of the peat in such lands, 
and the Government shall extend every facility to the Com- 
pany to enable it to conduct such investigations, 


2. At any time during the continuance of this Agreement 
the Government shall, when requested by the Company from 
time to time, grant to it or its lessees or assivns free of rent 
or charge from any ungranted and unoccupied Crown lands 
which may be at its disposal freehold sites not exceeding in 
each case ten acres. Such sites shall be within a reasonable 
distance of the peat deposits selected by the Company and 
as near as possible to transport facilities for the purpose of 
enabling the Company, its lessees or assigns, to erect thereon 
factories for the manufacture of peat coal briquettes, and 
for the treatment of peat in accordance with their said 
process. 


3. Before calling upon the Government to grant any site 
as above mentioned, the Company, its lessees or assigns, as 
the case may be, shall in each case enter into a written con- 
tract with the Government to erect with all proper despatch 
& complete wet carbonizing factory ready for operation, which 
shall have cost the Company, its lessees or assigns, at least 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, 
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4. The Government agrees to lease to the Company, its 
lessees and assigns, subject to the conditions and reserva- 
tions hereinafter mentioned, the right to cut, remove and 
appropriate to its own use all peat in any peat bog or bogs 
selected by the Company during the said term of three years 
from the date of this Agreement, and which at the date 
when such selection is notified to the Government, is avail- 
able for lease by the Government; provided always, that 
such lease shall be subject to the condition that the Com- 
pany shall erect and complete within three years from the 
commencement of such lease, a factory having an output 
capacity of at least twenty thousand tons of wet carbonized 
peat per annum and costing not less than one hundred and 
twenty-five thousand dollars in respect of each one thou- 
sand acres of bog selected, if such bog has an averaye depth 
of workable peat of at least thirty-two feet. If such bog 
has a less average depth than thirty-two feet of workable 
peat the area of the bog granted in respect of each factory 
unit of twenty thousand tons shall be increased to such an 
extent as may be necessary to give the same cubic contents 
of workable peat as would have been available had the se- 
lected bog had an average depth of thirty-two feet as afore- 
said. 


5. The lease shall be for a term of ninety-nine years. 


6. The Company agrees to pay to the Government a 
royalty of ten cents in respect of each ton of peat coal bri- 
quettes manufactured under this Agreement, and if the Com- 
pany shall manufacture any other products in any factory 
erected for the treatment of peat in the said Colony then the 
Company agrees to pay to the Government a similar royalty 
of ten cents per ton in respect of each ton of wet carbonized 
material used by the Company for the manufacture of such 
products For the purpose of this clause the weight of wet 
carbonized material shall be calculated on a dry basis, that 
is to say, a proper deduction or allowance shall be made for 
all moisture therein contained at the time of being weighed 
or measured, All royalties shall be payable yearly on the 
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thirtieth day of April in each year in respect of the year Schedule. 
ending on the preceding thirty-first day of December. 


7. Within three months after the expiration of each year 
the Company shall render to the Government a true and 
accurate statement, verified upon oath, showing the weight 
of all peat coal briquettes manufactured and wet carbonized 
material used in the manufacture of other products as afore- 
said during the preceding year. 


8. The Company shall furnish all other information which 
the Government may reasonably require in order to enable 
the Government to ascertain the correct amount of the 
royalty payable to them, and the Company shall allow any 
official appointed by the Government to inspect all factories 
erected by the Company in the said Colony under this Agree- 
ment and all books of account, vouchers or other documents 
kept by the Company which may show or tend to show the 
amount of peat coal briquettes, manufactured and wet car- 
bonized material used in the manufacture of other products 
as aforesaid. 


9, During the continuance of this Agreement the property 
of the Company shall be exempt from Municipal and local 
taxation and no stamp duties or other taxes shall be levied 
or imposed on the capital or securities of the Company or 
any of its lessees or assigns. 


10. All construction material and machinery for factories 
erected under this Agreement for the manufacture of peat 
or its products, both for the original installation and the 
further extension of the same, but not in substitution for 
old, shall, for a period of twenty years from the date of this 
Agreement, be admitted into the Island free of duty. 


11. The Government agrees to grant to the Company free 
of charge the use of a sufficient number of water powers for 
its operations under this Agreement, if such water powers 
shall be available and withix the disposal of the Goverument 
when applied for by the Company.

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12. The Government agrees to grant to the Company out 
of any ungranted and unoccupied Crown lands which may 
be at the disposal of the Government, in addition to the 
sites of ten acres provided for by clause 2 of this Agreement, 
such lands situate near or adjacent to any peat bogs pro- 
posed to be worked by the Company as may be reasonably 
required for the erection of temporary or permanent factu- 
1ies and outbuildings and conveniences thereto, or generally 
for any purposes of their operations under this Agreement 
or for the accommodation of laborers, servants, agents or 
other persons actually employed or proposed to be employed 
by them in dealing with peat under this Agreement or 
manufacturing or treating the same, and the Government 
also agrees to yrant to the Company all reasonable rights of 
way and rights to make roads, tramroads and railroads over 
ungranted and unoccupied Ciown lands for the purpose 
of cutting, removing, appropriating and transporting peat 
or any product manufactured from peat, either from the 
bogs or deposits of peat to any factory or from any factory 
to the nearest or most convenient railway station or port or 
other point at which the transport of such peat or other pro- 
ducts can be conveniently dealt with or otherwise required 
for the purpose of enabling the Company to work under this 
Agreement to the best advantage. 


13. Any road made by the Company may, with the per- 
mission of the Government, be used as a public road so far 
as such user does not interfere with the user of the road by 
the Company, and does not cause any substantial loss, incon- 
venience or expense to the Company. 


14, The Company shall not assign or sublet any part of 
its rights under this Agreement to any person or corporation 
without the previous consent in writing of the Government ; 
such consent not to be unreasonably withheld. 


15. If the Company shall make default in payment of the 
royalties hereby made payable or of any part thereof for a 
period of three calendar months after the same shall become

due, or if the Company shall commit any breach of this Schedule. 
Agreement and shall not, if required by the Government to 
remedy the same, either make good such breach to the rea- 
sonable satisfaction of the Government within three calen- 
dar months of being so required or any reasonable compen- 
sation for such breach, to be settled in default of agreement 
by arbitration as hereinafter provided, the Government may, 
by notice in writing delivered to the Company and published 
in the Newfoundland Royal Gazette. cancel this Agreement, 
and immediately upon delivery and publication of such 
notice all the rights of the Company under this Agreement 
shall cease, determine and become void ; provided that in the 
event of any dispute or question arising as to whether any 
payment for royalties is due or any breach of this Agree-

respect of such factory are duly paid. 


16. The right shall be reserved to the Government to con- 
struct and maintain roads, tramroads, railways, telegraph 
and telephone lines and all other works for the benefit of 
the public on any lands granted or leased to the Company 
under this Agreement, provided that any operations pro- 
posed, commenced or being carried on by virtue of this 
Agreement shall not be seriously prejudiced or affected by 
the construction and maintenance of any such public works 
or by anything incidental thereto. 


17. Any dispute or question that may arise between the 
Government and the Company in respect of this Agreement 
or any term or provision thereof shall be settled by arbitra- 
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tion in accordance with the provisions of “The Arbitration 
Act, 1895,” (Newfoundland), or any statutory modification 
thereof for the time being in force. 


18. This Agreement and all rights of the Company there- 
under shall cease, determine, and become null and void unless 
at least one factory with a capacity of not less than twenty 
thousand tons per annum of peat coal briquettes has been 
erected and put into operation under this Agreement within 
three years from the date hereof. 


19. This Agreement is subject to the approval and ratifi- 
cation of the Legislature of the said Island

1. There shall be annually paid for the period of twenty 
years from the date of the passing of this Act, to the owner 
of every smelter for smelting copper ore in this Colony, a 
sum equal to 34 per cent. on the capital invested by him in 
the work of smelting copper, provided that no payment shall 
be made in any year in which the said smelter is not bona 


fide and coutinuously operated, and that no greater sum than 


an amount equal to 32 per cent. on fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) shall be paid in any year to any one person or 
company. 


2. Such yearly payment will be made upon the certificate 
of the Minister of Agriculture and Mines and the Govern- 
ment Engineer, which shall be final as to bona fide and con- 
tinuous operation.

EK it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council 
and the House of Assembly, in Legislative Session 
convened, as follows :— 


1. Subject to section 4 of this Act, the Agreement made 
between His Excellency Sir Ralph Champneys Williams, 
K.C.M.G., Governor of the Island of Newfoundland, in the 
said Agreement called the “ Government,’ and Charles Newell 
Trefethen and Joseph Walker Lord, both of Portland, in the 
State of Maine, in the United States of America, in said 
Agreement and hereinafter called the “ Lessees,’ dated the 
27th of December, 1910, and forming the Schedule hereto, 
is hereby approved and confirmed and all and singular the 
several clauses and provisions thereof are hereby declared 
valid and binding on the parties thereto and each of them 
respectively and all and singular the several matters and 
things therein provided to be done or performed by or on 
behalf of the parties respectively are hereby declared to be 
proper and lawful and the parties shall have full power and 
authority to do and perform all and singular the several acts, 
matters and things in and by the said Agreement provided 
to be done in the manner and under the conditions stipu- 
lated by the said Agreement. 


2 Notwithstanding anything contained in the Acts re- 
lating to Crown lands, it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
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Council to grant to the Lessees, free of charge, out of any 
ungranted waste Crown lands which may be at his disposal, 
such lands for sites for plants, and such licenses to cut tim- 
ber and such water powers as are provided for in clause 9 of 
said Agreement, subject nevertheless in all respects to the 
provisions and conditions contained in said clause. 


3. The following articles when imported by the Lessees 
for use in connection with the works and business comprised 
in sald Agreement and not for sale shall be admitted into 
this Colony free of duty, namely :

(5) Gasolene engines ; 

(6) Gasolene ; 

(7) Printed and lithographed labels ; 


(8) Mineral and lubricating oils for machinery, 


4. The amount payable by the Government under clause 
five of the said Agreement shall not, in any year, exceed 
five per cent. on the actual cash capital invested by the 
Lessees in the said plants, and shall in no case exceed the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars in any one year.

HEREAS the Lessees are desirous of establishing in 

Newfoundland the business of Cold Storage aud of 

erecting Cold Storage Plants for the freezing and handling 
of fish and other products ; 


Aud whereas the Government is desirous of encouraging 
and assisting the establishment of the said business, parti- 
cularly in connection with the freezing, handling, packing 
and marketing of fish and fish products ; 


It is therefore hereby agreed between the parties, as fol- 
lows :— 


1. The Lessees agree to erect at their own expense in the 
Island of Newfoundland, within five years from the first day 
of January next, five cold storage plants for fish and fish 
products, each of which shall have a capacity of 1o0t less 
than one million pounds. One of said plants shall be erec- 
ted, completed, and put in operation during each year of the 
said term of five years. The Lessees agree to maintain the 
said cold storage plants in continuous operation, if sufficient 
fish are available for such operation, from the date of their

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one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five. It shall be 
optional with the Lessees to substitute one floating cold 
storage plant of the same capacity for one of the said five 
cold storage plants to be erected in Newfoundlnnd under 
this paragraph. 


2. The plans and specifications of the said plants and their 
equipment shall be subject to the approval of the Govern- 
ment. 


3. The Government agrees to pay to the Lessees for and 
during the term of fifteen years, from the first day of January 
next, interest at the rate of one and one-half per cent, per 
annum upon the amount actually expended by the Lessees 
upon the original construction and equipment of the build- 
ings, machinery and plant of the said five cold storage plants ; 
provided that the total amount of expenditure upon which 
interest shall be payable shall not exceed five hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The said interest shall accrue and become 
payable from the date when each plant shall be completed 
and put into actual operation and shall be payable half 
yearly on the thirtieth day of June and 3lst day of Decem- 
ber in each year during the said term. 


4. No payment of interest shall be made under the pre- 
ceding paragraph except upon the certificate of the Auditor 
General of the Colony of Newfoundland. In order to obtain 
such certificate, the Lessees agree to afford all facilities to 
the said Auditor General to make a complete examination 
of the books, accounts and vouchers of the Lessees, in con- 
junction with an auditor to be appointed by the Lessees. In 
the event of any dispute arising between the two auditors in 
relation to the said expenditure, the same shall be referred 
to the determination of a public chartered accountant as 
umpire, to be appointed by the two auditors. The award 
of such umpire shall be final and conclusive between the 
parties. 


5. The Government agrees to guarantee to the Lessees, 
for and during the term of fifteen years from the first day

per cent. upon the actual cash capital invested by the Less- 
ees in such plants; provided that the total amount of such 
capital shall not exceed five hundred thousand dollars.

6. In addition to the said .ive cold storage plants, the 
Lessees agree to erect and complete at their own expense 
within five years from the first day of January next, not 
less than five smoke houses and five fish packing factories 
for fish and fish products. and also two glue factories and 
two fertilizer plants.

9. The Government agrees to grant to the Lessees, free of 
charge, out of any ungranted waste Crown lands which may

(1) Sites for the said cold storage plants, smoke houses, 
factories and other buildings which are proposed 
to be erected under this Agreement ; 


(2) Subject to the provisions of the Crown Lands’ Acts,

12. All matters of difference arising between the parties 
hereto upon any matters connected with or arising out of this 
Agreement shall be referred to three arbitrators, one to be 
named by each of the parties hereto, and a third to be named 
by the first two, and the award or decision of any two of the 
said arbitrators shall be final and binding, and the obtaining 
of the award of the arbitratois shall be a condition prece- 
dent to the right to maintain any action under this Agree- 
ment by either party hereto.

4. Every certificate granted to a licensed pilot shall be 
numbered and registered in a book kept for that purpose, 
shall be in force for one year, and shall be annually renewed. 
Pilots shall pay fifty dollars for every such certificate and 
shall pay a like sum annually for renewal thereof; and in 
case of loss or defacing the same, not above two dollars for 
a new certificate. No licensed pilot shall lend or transfer 
his certificate under a penalty of twenty dollars for the first 
offence, and for a second offence shall lose his certificate and 
shall not be again licensed.
